An order for 20,700 feet of pipe has 


been placed by the Reno Power, Light 
& Water Company, and whon it 
ar- 


rives workmen will immediately begir 
laying it from the Hunter creek reser- 
voir thre; miles west of this city. The 
pipe is built of wooden staves with a 
diameter 
of twenty-four inches. It 


will cost the corporation about $2 a 
foot, making a total of $41,700. When 
the line is laid the people of Reno will 
be served with pure, mountain water. 
The present supply, which 
is pro- 


cured from the Truckee river, is con- 
taminated, oncl many are afraid to use 
it for drinking purposes. 


Blasting for the pipe line was dene 


yesterday on the outskirts of the city, 
and the engineer in charge 
of 
the 


work stated that over half the con- 
duit is dug. An army of laborers is 
employed digging the pipe trench. The 
end of the trench will be across tho 
river 
from 
the 
"electric 
station" 


bridge. 
The water will be connected 


with several mains in tho west end of 
Reno, and distributed from there. 


The Hunter creek reservoir is lo- 


cated in the hills west of here. It cov- 
ers eleven acres, having a width of 
700 feet and a length-of 1100 feet. En- 
gineers estimate the capacity of 
the 


storage tank to be 45,000,000 gallons. 
The reservoirs in Reno will hold 42.- 
000 OPO gallons, and they 
will 
be 


used for the excess supply. The city 
w i l l be insured against all fire danger 
when thp system is completed as far 
as water is concerned. 


Danger of a water famine 
and 


consequent shutting down of the gas 
and electric plants here because of 
the damaged water ditches Is now end- 
ed 
A large supply of water flowed 


into the reservoirs north of the city 
yesterday, and it is expected that 
in 


ten days the storage, tanks will 
be 


tilled. 


A large force of men is kept

ployed however, on the ditches along 
the hillside", and further ovenlows
